It was lonesome 


there, and the girl sc» out on a visit to 
a neighboring family living in a tcwu 
called Ciego de ATI la. She remained 
a-way t%vo -weeks. 
Upon her return she 


found nothisg left of the old estate but 
bare land, a few heaps of ashes where 
houses had stood, and tie dead bodies of 
the servants she had left iu charge. 


One of tbe Spanish columns that are 


continuously Sitting about thatneigh- 
"borbodd bad . paid a visit to the ranch, 
leaving ruin and death behind. Then tbe 
girl determined upon pursuing practical- 
ly the only coarse that-was opeu to her. 
She decided to join.tbe army of General 
3Jaceo. It was not long before she arriv- 
ed sz tfca general's camp, and, according 
to reports brought to Havana by Cuban. 
refugees, tbe liberator declined her serv- 
ices -until her -ancles and her brothers 
iad interceded in her behalf. They point- 
ed cat to-Maeeo that if be refused to al- 
low her to join the army she -would cer- 
tainly starve so at last the general re- 
lented, and the first female soldier to 
laear areas against- Spain "was QBlisted iii. 
"ihe ccrase of Cuban liberty. 


The poor girl never saw but one bat- 


tle. That was at the plantation; of 
Olayita, in Qneruarlo de Grimes, prov- 
ince of Santa Clara. There General Ha- 
ceo3s soldiers lined np against a: Spanish 


suefl. The patriots were overwhelmingly 
ontntusfaered, and to save his force from 
complete annihilation General Maceo 
•was compelled to order a retreat. 
To 


protect the main body he called for vol- 
•careers, who should remain behind and 
draw tb.8 fire of the Spaniards and cover 
the retreat, 
.Among those who stepped 


forward were Matilde, her nncies, broth- 
ers and a ncioberof other patriot volun- 
teers. They carried cut General Maceo's 
plan to the letter .and saved the main 


• body of troops, bet - tliey forfeited then- 


own lives, ^Matilde dying with the others. 


Those who saw the fight say the Cu- 


ban lady stood shoulder to shoulder with 
the soldiers and .fired her rifle with the 
regularity of clockwork, never flinching 
from the hail of lead. 
She was one of 


tbe last to fall, and while she stood her 
giossd her sas w^s recognized by tho 
commanding Spanish officer, wbo called 
ttpon her to surrender. Her reply was: 
"Priraero mtiero! Viva Cnba linre!" 


Before Matilde was killed a woman 


•watching the fight from a nearby plan- 
tation rasned in.to rescne the soldier 
is petticoats. The result 'was disastrous 
to lerself. She received a bullet wound 
in bet right arm and wns taken prisoner. 
Kaw she is confined in the female prison 
'at Havana, and no living Irian except 
those in authority can tell what her fate 
will be. 


They tell stories in Havana of women 


•who ba-7a,;,thanked God when" the news 
was bronght to them of death on battle- 
fields of their hnsbands, fathers, sons,. 
sweethearts and brothers. 
" what difference <iocs it taake?" they 


have said. "It is all for Cnba libra."

Qaito a revolution in horticulture has 


been in progress during tho past decade, 
although, owing to the secret manner in 
which the experiments leading up to it 
have been conducted, comparatively few 
persons have been aware of the now de- 
parture. Every one knows that flowers, 
as well as fruits and vegetables, ara 
forced, so that those who are rich shall 
have the use of them before unaided na- 
ture brings tham to maturity. This forc- 
ing business is an expensive ouo, requir- 
ing constant attention tnad skilled labor. 
Many attempts, therefore, have been 
made to get at the golden eggs by cheap- 
er means, and as a result -of many trials 
the opposite process to forcing has been 
adopted with success. The system con- 
sists in retarding tho flowering of the 
planb by refrigeration, and is, of course, 
only applicable to those which are hardy 
in this country, by which we mean those 
which will stand several degrees of frost. 
The lily of the valley is cue of them, 
and it is much in request for purposes of 
decoration. Under the old forcing con- 
ditions only about 50 per cent of the 
buds treated couM be induced to flower, 
trot by the freezing .method an average 
of 05 per cent can be secured from tho 
end of summer tip to Christmas.

Deep Plowing. 


Deep plowing was onco considered tho 


sore evidence of good farming. It ia no 
longer thought so. Says a writer in Tho 
Prairie Farmer: "On fairly fertile clay 
soils of tho same texture and compcwi- 
tiou to a considerable depth deep plow- 
ing would usually bo better than shal- 
low. If the subsoil it, very compact, sub- 
soiling would bo better ntually than 
very deep plowing.
